cordial expressions of delight at their 
presence. The wounded, Spaniards and 
Americans, were cared for at the hands 
of the Eed Cross Society and soon were 
housed in the theatre, for the nonce a 
hospital. 
Many were bady hurt, some 


in the shadow of death: but no murmurs 
escaped them as. friend 
and foe, the 


wounded lay together in clean white 
cots, cheered and comforted 
by their 


surroundings and the tender and sym- 
pathetic minisrations of their nurses. 
Our brave fellows could not tell in words 
of their gratitude to the dark-robad 
women hovering by their beds 
like 


angels of all that is good and 
merciful; 


but Catholic or protcstant, Dago or 
Yankee, none will forget the sweet-faced 
Spanish nuns, whose gentle hands and 
soft voices brought relief to suffering 
body and hope to sinking hearts.

There Are Still Nearly Two 
Hundred 


Thousand 
Spanish 
Soldiers on 
the

Washington, Oct. 28.—The protocol 


by which Spain agreed to "renounce 
-all 
claim to all sovereignty over and 


all her rights in the island of Cuba" 
and "immediately to evacuate Cuba" 
•was signed Aug. 12, or nearly three 
months ago. 
For more than six weeks 


the American military commission has 
been in Havana to arrange the details 
-of the evacuation, but there are nearly 
200,000 Spanish troops in Cuba today, 
and none, except the sick, have been 
sent from Havana to Spain since the 
•cessation of hostilities. 


According to the report made to the 


war department by the American mili- 
tary commissioners, there are Hi,000 
regulars from Spain and 21,000 vol- 
unteers on duty in Cuba. In addition 
to these, there are 52,000 volunteers, 
armed, but not on active duty. This 
makes 191,000 Spanish soldiers in Cu- 
ba, under command of Gen. Blanco. 
With the exception of those surren- 
dered to Gen. Shatter at Santiago, less 
than 10,000 of the Spanish troops have 
-evacuated Cuba. 
The Spanish 
com- 


missioners in Havana are still protest- 
ing that they cannot arrange to evac- 
uate Cuba for six months, and it is not 
surprising 
that 
Admiral 
Sampson, 


Gen. Wade, and Gen. Buter, the Amer- 
ican commissioners, are growing im- 
.patient at the delay. 


Gen. 
Blanco has done nothing to- 


ward surrendering the sovereignty of 
Spain over Cuba. He is playing" the 
game of delay even more successfully 
than are the Spanish peace commis- 
sioners in Madrid. He'has practicaly 
-all his army thert. He has done noth- 
ing to remove the mines from Havana 
harbor, or put the Americans in pos- 
session of information as to how and 
where the mines are located, so that 
our own navy can- remove them 
The 


ships of the United States navy wi'l 
be in ...e same danger that the Maine 
was in if they enter that harbor. 


Gen. 
Blanco is practically defying 


the linked States, and is no nearer to 
surrendering Cuba than he was when 
the protocol was signed in Washington ' 
-and hostilities were ordered suspended | 
He still rules Cuba, with the exception 
of the province of Santiago. He is still 
collecting Spanish tariff duties at Ha- 
vana and pocketing the money. He is 
selling worthlers military property, but 
keeping intact and under his control ail 
the modern fortifications of Havana. 


When the situation in Cuba is con- 


sidered in connection with the situa- 
tions in Paris and Madrid, war depart- 
ment officials acknowledge that it is 
rather serious. 
If peace negotiations 


should be broken off by Spain and hos- 
tilities resumed, the

army would find Havana as difficult to 
take as it was last spring.

ELOQUENT INDIANA DEMOCRAT 


TALKS TO REPUBLICANS. 


BY CHARLES AUSTIN BATES, jj 


Makes an Exhaustive Review of the 


Bi-Metallic 
Agitation—Gold 
the 


Only Invariable Measure of Value— 
Praises McKinley For Conduct of 
the War. 


The citizens of Janesville had the op- 


portunity, last evening of listening to 
one of the foremost democrats of the 
country who is now laboring to pro- 
mote the success of the republican cause. 
Hon. W. D. By num. of Indiana, com- 
manded the closest attention of the au- 
dience at the opera house, while for 
nearly two hoiirse he reviewed the finan- 
cial history of the country and reached 
the conclusion from a full consideration 
of all facts, that the only way to prevent 
a disturbance in economic values which 
will prove disastrous to industry, is to 
elect the republican candidates for con- 
gress. 


Hon. W. G. Wheeler called the meet- 


ing to order. 
He said that two years 


ago the people, had administered a sting- 
ing rebuke to the worshipers of free sil- 
ver, but they . were again at the front 
striving to impair the credit of the coun- 
try and debase the currency. 
It was 


therefore the duty of every patriot in 
the land to emphasize the verdict of 
1896 by a still more emphatic condem- 
nation of the heresies of the silver party 
than had been registered

Mr. Wheeler thon introduced Mr. 


Bynnm as a man who had served for 
six years in congress as a democrat, but 
had been compelled to cut loose from 
that party on account of its efforts to 
debase the currency of the country, that 
a few owners of 
silver bullion might 


profit. 


Mr. Bynum is a typical Hoosier, far 


above modium 
height, 
stalwart 
of 


frame, and speaks with ease and fluency 
aad with an air of sincerity that carries 
conviction. 
He is thoroughly versed 


. upon the 
financial question, clinging 


with great tenacity to the hard money 
. theories of the founders and upbuilders 


of the party. 


Mr. Bynum began his address without 


apology fo" his anomalous position and 
plunged into the discussion of the finan- 
cial problem. He referred to the many 
attempts of the government to establish 
a double standard of monetary 
value, 


beginning in 1819 and continuing to the 
present time. 
The 
subject 
had re- 


ceived 
the 
careful consideration 
of 


committees of congress and secretaries 
of the treasury and all had'' come to 
the conclusion that such a thing was 
impossible—that the 
cheaper 
metal 


would drive the dearer from circulation 
and that all values would bo measured 
by capacity for convertibility into gold. 
The exchanges of the world were made 
in gold. 
If 
we purchased goods in 


Europe we were compelled to pay the 
price of those goods in gold, for that 
metal was the only one recognized by 
the nations with which we have com- 
merce. Silver is a fluctuating commod- 
ity whose value, like that of other pro- 
ducts is measured by the gold standard. 
It is misleading to say that gold be- 
comes dearer at times: its value re- 
mains ever the same. 
But silver is 


constantly fluctuating. 


It is Impossible to force silver into 


circulation except so far as trade de- 
mands it for making change in small 
amounts. People will not accept it in 
any considerable sums because of the 
inconvenience of carrying it about. 


The charge, that the republican party 


had demonetized silver was disproved by 
the fact that never before has so much 
silver been coined into standard dollars 
as since the alleged act of demonetiza- 
tion has been passed. The mints have 
coined silver to the extent of hundreds 
of millions of dollars, but the people re- 
fused to accept that coinage, but invari 
ably chose silver certificates in prefer- 
ence. 


The policy of the government had 


bee:) to maintain a parity between gold 
and silver. This ttad been 
successfully 


done so far. but how long could this 
parity be maintained if the owners of 
silver bullion were permitted 
to take 


that 
bullion 
to 
the 
mint 
and 


have 
it 
coined 
into 
dollars? 
He 


alluded to the experience of Mexico, the 
only country in the world where the 
silver standard exists.. 
The Mexican 


dollar, although it contains more silver 
than the American dollar, is worth less 
than half as much. 
A man can go to 


Mexico and purchase a dollar's worth of 
goods, pay for it in an American silver 
dollar and receive a Mexican silver dol- 
lar in change, that contains more bul- 
lion than the American dollar. 


Mr. Bynum enforced his statements 


by 
many illustrations and historical 


references, and explained the manner in 
whioh. business is done nowadays by 
exchanges. 
Little money passes from 


bank to bank or from city to city. 
The 


exchanges are made through the clear- 
ing houses by striking balances. 


In conclusion Mr. Bynum referred to 


the recent war with Spain which had 
been waged and brought to a successful 
issue by the present administration. Ko 
doubt theie had been abuses in the 
army as has been charged; no doubt 
tter • had been incompeteucy; but 
in 


the history of the world there had never 
been an instance in which an army of 
suth magnitude had been recruited' and 
equipped where so little had occurred 
reflecting upon the government. 
The 


faults that had existed were, those of in- 
dividuals, not of the government, which 
had prored itself well worthy of the sup- 
port and approval of every citizen. 


It was necessary that the congress to 


be elected next month should bo in full 
political accord with the. president, and 
the speaker urged all democrats to rally 
to the support of the republican candi- 
datet for seats in the congress of the 
Tinted States.

These Trains Are Daily. Bun Out Of 


This City on the 
Northwestern 


Road—Railroad Men Have Never 
Liked the Idea—The Practice Has 
Caused Wrecks. 


It is said that in the next legislatorc 


a bill will be presented forbidding what 
ure known as "double-head4' trains on 
railways, and the,working railway men j 
of the state are already taking steps to 
secure the passage of the measure. 
A 


••double-head" train is a freight train 
pulled by two engines and consists of a 
big Iroin of freight cars, numbering of- 
ten from sixty to seventy-five cars. The 
object in pulling these trains instead of 
having two trains with an engine for 
each is of course to save the expense of 
one train crew. The railway men say 
that not only fur their good but for tlie 
public interest the custom of running 
these trains should be stopped. 
Accor- 


ding to their statement these trains arc 
a danger to the public, as they say that 
such large trains are extremely likely to 
break in two. and collisions result. 
In 


this city these trains daily leave the 
yards of 
the Chicago & Northwestern 


road. 


While the double head train service 


saves the wages of a number of em- 
ployes, these douhlc-head trains 
are, 


rough 
on railway employes as one 


conductor and two brakemen'are expect- 
ed to handle them. 
Numerous delays 


are occasioned by the trains being so 
large and as a result train crews are 
often out on the road unduly long. 


A leading lawyer of the city quest- 


ions the right of tha legislature to pass 
such a law. "It would be as competent," 
he remarked this morning, "for the leg- 
islature to enact a law forbidding a 
farmer from hitching two teams to his 
wagon in order that he might carry a 
larger load of grain to market and save 
the expense of a driver. 
As to the 


question of safety the railroads are as 
much interested as the general public. 
No corporation would follow a practice 
that threatened the destruction of its 
property or the killing or manning of 
its 
employes, as • it 
is alleged this 


practice does. 
Perhaps the legislature 


might enact suak a law: it has done 
quite as foolish things in the past; but 
the supreme court would knock it into 
a cocked hat in little or no time."

Rumor of a 
British Protectorate 


Over Egypt,

MUCH EXCITEMENT IN PARIS, 


The Action of 
Great Britain Is Con- 


sidered Equivalent to n Declaration 
of Wai—Russia lias the Key to tht 
Situation. 


Paris, Oct. 28.—War between Prance 


and Great Britain seems near at hand. 
The report reached here last night that 
the British cabinet had voted to pro- 
claim a protectorate over Egypt. The 
statement was not circumstantial, bu: 
was accepted as authentic wherever it 
gained currency. 


It was too late for it to become gen- 


erally known, except on the grand 
boulevards, but there the effect was 
electrical. The news spread consterna- 
tion in the clubs and cafes. For the 
first time in the present crisis Paris 
stopped discussing the Dreyfus case 
-and talked of war at its very doors. 


It is terribly significant of how such 


a step on the part of Great Britain 
would be met here that no other inter- 
pretation .was put upon the story ex- 
cept that it was- a declaration of war. 
It would, nevertheless, be unsafe to 
predict therefrom what would be the 
effect on France as a whole, when the 
first excitement of resentment passed. 
Be that as it may, the alleged action of 
Oreat Britain produced here an angry 
"belief that war would he declared at 
once. 


Soon'after the statement became cur- 


rent it received what was regarded as 
indirect confirmation by an unexpected 
report from a high quarter that a cab- 
inet, including M. Dupuy 
as prime 


minister and minister o{ the interior; 
M. Constans, as minister of foreign af- 
fairs; M. de Freycinet, as minister of 
war, and Admiral Barbey as minister 
of marine, would be speedily organ- 
ized. 


Such a cabinet would undoubtedly 


signify war. No 
other emergency 


•would induce M. Constans, who is re- 
garded as France's strong man in re- 
serve, to take office. 


In conversation with two or three 


prominent Frenchmen, it was pointed 
out that even if the report was accu- 
rate everything depended on Russia. 
France would never commit the folly 
ot going to . war with Great Britain 


• single-handed, and doubt was express- 


ed that Russia would give active as- 
sistance to France in attacking Great 
Britain. One of those men, in his ex- 
citement, replied: "This contingency 
has been fully anticipated and careful- 
ly arranged for. Russia has pledged 
herself to mobilize her forces within 
eight days and join us in opposing 
Great Britain whenever she should do 
the thing she has done today." 


Nevertheless, there is great doubt 


that France can rely on Russia for any 
support as described in this declara- 
tion. 
Certainly no French statesmen 


would, be so foolish as to go to the 
length of war without renewed assur- 
ance of Russia's co-operation. 
iiiis 


Russia would be most loath to give, 
and the chances strongly are that she 
Would find some ground for refusing. 


Private information throws doubt on 


the statement which has thus aroused 
alarm, but so vital at the moment of 
writing is the belief that Great Britain 
has actually taken the plunge that it 
would be futile' to point out to any- 
tody.here the probability that the 
etory is untrue. . 


Inquiries 
at the newspaper offices 


failed to substantiate the report anent 
Lord Salisbury's decision concerning 
Egypt. The editors of the most respon- 
sible journals have resolved to let tue 
matter rest at present as a boulevard 
sensation, and they accordingly devote 
their space almost exclusively to the 
Dreyfus affair.

Eclair is informed that Lord Salisbury 
and Baron de Courcel, French- ambas- 
sador to Great Britain, have reached a 
definite understanding iu regard to Fa- 
shod a.
